The International Criminal Police Commission had its beginning prior to 
lorld War I when it was felt that It.'was necessary to have cooperation among the law 
enforcement agencies in the world to curb the activity of international crimij^lB. 
Various conferences were held in Buenos Aires in 1905, in Madrid in 1909 and In other 
European capitals. It was not until 1923 that the organization was actually founded 
when Dr. Scholar, a former Austrian Chancellor and President of the Viennese Police 
Department, brought representatives of various Europe, an police departments to Vienna 
to consider extradition of persons, et cetera. The Commission consisted of a President 
(usually the President of .the Vienna Police Department), Vice President, permanent 
recorders, ordinary recorders, ordinary and honorary members. The expenses of the 
organization were borne by contributions from the various member countrjes, ... Hie 
assessment was made on the basis of one Swiss franc (about 25 eents)^j>er 10,tK)0 
inhabitants of the counti^ represented. In 1937 a meeting was held in J^ondon, 
liigland. The Bureau, through the State Department, received invitflton^ from the 
British Ambassador and fr^ the Austrian Minister to attend. Foroer.^nspector W. H. 
Drane Lester attended and upon his return to the United States, expressed the opinion 
that the United S.tates should secure a permanent place in this organization. 

CEi July 10, 1938, Congress appropriated a sum not to exceed |1500 annually 
to accept and maintain a membership in the International Criminal Police Commission. 


Dr. Oskar Dressier, the Secretary General of the organization, communicated 
with the Bureau on January 25, 1939, ccnceming the Bureau's contribution toward the 
general upkeep of the Commission, and suggested that a maximum contribution of $2500 
by the United States be given. After an exchange of correspondence. It was agreed 
that the annual contribuWon of the United States would be $1500. 


During the summer of 1939, the Bureau received, through the State Department, 
a formal invitation on behalf of the German Government to participate in a conference 
at Berlin, Germany, to be held from August 29 to September 7 of that year. Due to 
world conditions, the invitation was declined. Q U I . ' 

Ch August 24, 1940, the Bureau f^^lved a conSTyirtsartlon from the Chief of the 
German Security Police which indicated that he had accepted thi office of President of 
the International Criminal Police Commission and that* ^e^t^u^Miers ".had been moved from 
Vienna to Berlin. On September 23, 1940, Dr, Dressier, Secretary General, advised that 
he was about to close the Commission's accounts. On December 13, 1940, the Bureau 
communicated with Dr. Dressier and advised that matters beyond control made It 
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impossible for the Bureau to assume full mer^bership in the International Crfl^ll 
Police Commlssicn . On December 1^ 1941» the £xecutiTe Cdnference tsienlaioiu^ i: 
recommended that no further communl cations be addressed to this crgarlzetlon. 
sum of fl500 has continued to be Included annually in the Bureau's appropriations. 

During the first part of 1946, letters were received from F. E, liouwage, 
Inspector General of the Belgian Security of State and Permanent Recorder of the 
International Criminal police Conmlssion, indicating that he was taking tee initiative 
in reorganizing the'I.C.P.C. and was proposing a meeting to be held in Brussels, 
Belgium during June. The meeting was later set for June 3i however, the formal 
Invitation for the Bureau to participate was not received until May 22, idien it was 
too late for the Bureau to designate a representative. The meeting convened ^ 

June 3 in Brussels, Belgium with 46 delegates from 18 countries present. iSr. F. E . 

Lou wag.?, Inspej;tQr._GeiiaraL^.,the Belgian Security of State, was elected President 
of the organization, an d D. Puelotix, Dlre ctcrj XriaiJial ■Pplice .^rvice of the Surete 
Rationale of France, was elected General Secretary, .lir. Hoover was elected as a 
vTce President of the organization, and a letter d&ted June 3, 1946, received from 
President Louwage advised. of the election of Mr. Hoover.

‘ Cm June 26 , 1946, the Executive Conference discussed the question of 
whether the Director should accept the position of Vice President and If the Bureau 
should be a participating member in the organization. The majority recommended 
favorably, feeling that it would be to the Bureau's advantage to be the American 
representative in the group rather than have some otber'crganlzatlon selected to 
represent the United States. The Director concurred in this decision. On July 3» 

» 1946, a letter was directed to Mr. Louwage in which the Director expressed his 
appreciation for- having -been elected Vice President, of the I.C.P.C, and stated that 
it wesuLd be a pleasure to serve in this capacity. Since that time a number of 
letters ccanceming the steps -being taken to make the organization effective have 
been received' from President Louwage and the General Secretary Ducloux, On August 6, 
a letter was sent to Mr. Ducloux advising that the Bureau would be pleased to submit 
articles from timeijtime on scientific crime detection for publication in the 
"Intemational Review" which will be a magazine distributed by the I.C.P.C. to its 
members . 


During the convention idilch was held in Brussels, Belgium, the matter of 
finances was discussed. It was pointed out that prior to the war member countries 
were assessed an annual fee of one Swiss Franc per 10,000 inhabitants. The matter 
cf assessnients was referred tc a subcommittee which reported back with the suggestion 
that a Erraduated scale be adopted as a basis for assessinents. This works out so that 
a country having more than fifty million inhabitants would be required to pay 2.50 Swi 
francs per 25,000 inhabitants. After some discussion this resolution was adopted. It 
was also decided that member countries should be required tc bring themselves up to 
date by paying dues beginning January 1, 1945. Mr. Louwage requested that the matter 
of negotiating with the delegates of the countries whose governments do not desire to, 
or cannot pay the assessment for 1945 as anticipated, be left to the Chief Secretary. 
It should be noted that under this requirement the Bureau would be called upon to pay 
an assessment for 1945. Fnis can hardly be done since the U500 included in the 1945 
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ap7ropriations was tiimed back or otherwise disposed of et the end cf the X94^^^•C€!.1 

year. It was likerdse apreed that any country joining the Connaissiwi after 

January 1, 1947, should be required to pay aupplenientary Indeanlty of 3#000 Sn^se frar.cr 

Vilth regard to the Bureau's assessment, since it has been decided that the 
I Bureau is to become a regular meraber of the organization, it shculd be noted that 
|:;r. LoUT^age in a letter to the Bureau dated July 9* 1946, referred to the aiatter of 
I dues. He said that he was aware that the Bureau might find the rate too high for a 
'state of considerable population and for this reason, during the convention he suggestec 
the smount assessed against countries of large populations, such as the U.S.A. and the 
U.S.S,^. , be left to the diecretion of those governments. He added that if the 
United States should decide that its contribution should equal that of a stat^with 
sixty million inhabitants, the General Secretary would be only too glad to receive it. 

In the answer to Louwege's letter of July 9, which went out from the Bureau 

i on August 13, 1946, he was told that his suggestion a,s to the appropriate annual assess- 
r^ent to be pe,id‘ by the United States was being given further study and that he would be 
informed concerning it in. the near future. 

According to the New York Times for August 1, 1946, the Swiss franc is pegged 
rit 23.40 cents. If we figured the Bureau's assessment at 2,50 Swiss francs per 25,000 
inhabitants with a ceiling of sixty million inhabitants, as suggested by iSr. Louwage, 
the Bureau’s annusJ. assessment would amount to ?1,404. This amount Is just short of thE 
:‘1500 which has been Included in the Bureau's appropriations since 1938. 

In a letter to the Director dated August 5, 1946, I-' -.Louwage ststed that the 

Director could be-. of great assistance to the I.C.P.C. by in Ing with the police 

authorities in South America in order to. gain members for the i-.C.P.C. from other 

countries of the testem Hemisphere. Ke excepted Chile, since Chile is already a 
member, and a' representative frco that' country was in attendance at the convention In 
June. Undoubtedly, because of the Director's great prestige in Latin America, 

I practically all of the South American countries could be induced to join the I.C.P.C. 
However, I do not think that any affirmative action shoiild be taken by the Bureau at ' 
this time toward urging any South American countries to join the organizetion until we 
see how effective the organization will be. In the same regard, feir. Louwage indicated 
thet an international radio station is being set up in Paris in order to maintain 
contact with police organizations throughout the world. Ke stated that the Bureau 

1 would be kept advised of the progress being made In establishing this radio station 
and else would be asked later conceiving the possibility of tiae station having direct 
contact with the Bureau. 

^nycoif.-ENDATIONS : 

Since it has been indicated that the Director will act as Vice President of 
the I.C.P.C. and that the Bureau will participate in the organisation, it is thought 
t;iat arrangements should be made to make the necessary payment of alsessments to the 
organization. As was pointed out above, the I.C.P.C. in its convention decided that 
participating members should bring their assessmentB lip to date by paying for the year 
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1945. Since we are already in the 1947 fiscal year, I do not believe «« could te 
P^y the dues for the year 1945, and I think the orcenleetliai 
should be sc advised. I do think, however, thet althou£:h . v.e fere now in the lulls' 

Bureau's appropriation for that purpcse cculd 
be sent to the I.C.P.C. to pay the Bureau's assessment for 1946. The nayment for

A letter has been reeeived from L^ajcIoux . Secretary General' 
of the International Criminal Police Commission, recommending that the Bureau 
take steps to have establi^ed in the United States a central office thrcfugh 
idiich all international inquiries of- a criminal nature might be channeled. He 
pointed out that judging by the correspondence received by the French Poll^ce ^ 
it appears that many police services in different countries apply directly 
to other foreign services in order to obtain information. He suggested that 
the necessary instructions be given to all criminal police services in the 
United States in order that any inquiry or any lettep sent to the police of another 
country or to the International Police Commission might be dispatched through 
the medium of the "National Offices" ahich are, alone, entitled to exchange 
information with the^foreign police, for'any reason whatever. 

I do not believe it would be feasible for the Bureau to take anj' action 
toward setting up such an office as is suggested by L. Ducloux. Hcr.rever, I do 
think that the Bireau should be willing to act as a clearing house for inquiries 
desired by nunicipal, county or state law enforcement agencies in this country. 

These agencies could be informed that the Bureau will be glad to handle such 
inquiries by an article in the Law Enforcement Bulletin and tiirough the headquarters 
of the lACP. . _ , 

Regarding other Federal Enforcement Agencies such as the Secret Service, 
Post Office, Immigration and Customs, I do not believe the Bureau should atten^jt 
to handle inquiries for them since they undoubtedly already have liaison established 
Tdth the Agencies in other Governments particular types of offenses.

law criminals. The^ld ICPC, idiose offices in Vienna, had two fezi 

publications! thai^ulletln of Enquiries, ^gi^Indivldual Notices. 

The Bulletin of Enquiries, mainly investigative In purpose, was 
made up under the following headings! ' .. .* 

1. Warrants for arrest! containing the descriptions of persons 
idiose arrest was sought on warrant. 

2. Persons arrested; notice to discontinue inquiries as the 
persons had been arrested. 

3- Persons misstngj unidentified dead bodies. 

ii. List of property stolen. 

5. Counterfeit currency: Information concerning forgeries. 

The descriptions of identified International criminals, circulated 
by means of iiTdividual' notices, were accompanied .by anthropometric photographs 
and photographs of fingerprints. These documents were preventive in purpose. 

The ICPC decided to carry on these former circulations but with 
1 several modifications. It was decided to circulate individual notices about 
I &4 by 10^ Inches in slzei These notices are to be printed and to contain 
I all the necessary information for inquiry and identification. Full particulars 
I of identity, reason for inquiry, action to be taken in the event of discovery, 
photograph, photograph of fingerprints and any other pertinent information are 
to be contained on these notices. ^ J 

These notices will bear in the top right-hand corner g distinctive 
colored sign, denoting their special catego^* The colors that are to be used

The ICrC felt it absolutely necessary that international crlsinaia, 
known as experts in one form or another, (notices with green sign), should be 
listed by each National Police Force according to the particular type of eriice* 

A second notice concerning these parsons will be circulated to make up a Register 
of Expert International Criminals. 


This Register, which will be distributed later by the- International 
Office and will contain different sections according to the principal types of 
offence, will be listed alphabetically in each section, the particular tj^e of 
crime beij\, shown on the top righ-t of each notice* These notices will be 
distinguished by a printed strip across the irtiole -width of the notice with the 
words ■P.egister of Expert Criminals." 

Register of Unidentified Dead Bodies 


In the future, the ICPC plans to report the discovery of dead 
bodies -wi-th descriptions by means of a separate notice. Descriptions of the 
bodies will be classified bj’- means of four main characteristics; 

Sex 

Height _ 

Apparent age 

Karks and peculiarities 

These four -^characteristics will serve, as the basis for the classifica- 
tion of the notices of dead bodies as follows; 

1st classification - male; female 

2nd classification - by height, in each male or female group 

3rd classification - in each group of same height, by estimated 

year of birth (periods of 5 years: 1900 - 190? 
and I9O6-I9IO) 

i*th classification - according to the marks and peculiarities 

A loose-leaf binder to make up the "Register of Unidentified Dead 
Bodies" will also be supplied by the International Office,

Descriptions of property stolen -will be given in notices referring 
to each individual case. The IGPC has not established an;' special method of 
GlassiflGation and suggests that each agency will act according to its own 
methods, * 

Counterfeit C^urrency 

The ICPC will also circulate descriptions of eo'unterfeits and 
forgeries of all kinds by means of -the Register of Counterfeits and Forgeries,

The ICPC feels that the circulation Vy Jneans of notices may have 
this disadvanteLg^ that it cannot be immediately ascertained if the documents 
in possession of the different recipients are con?)lete« They advise that 
each number of the Review will contain a list of circulations made during the 
previous month. This list, divided into categories (general notices, expert 
criminals, dead bodies, property stolen) will contain only the main points 
of each circulation for checking purposes. Kissing notices ng^* be obtained 
from the General Secrctariatj each notice bears the reference number of the 
International Office file and this should be quoted,

photograph of fingerprints and any other useful photograph 
should be forwarded for reproduction on the descriptive 
notices, 

6, The International Office should be imnediatelr informed of 
arrests so that cancellation can be made.

The December, I 9 U 6 , issue of tjJj^!!&ternatlonal Criminal Police 
Review, iriiich is the official organ of the International Criminal Police 
Commission, has an article which sets out the results of a first meeting of 
the Executive Committee which was held ±h Paris, Prance, on November 18 and 

19, I9U6, ■ y 

Besides resident F* E/^uvrage and Secrj^ary General^" Dacloux, 
the following three;;Z*eneral Rapporteurs were preswit: (Great 

Britain )j ColoneL^ller (Switzerland); and Prj>^derraan (Sweden). It is to 
be noted that Scotland Yard is taking a very active part in this organization 
as Deputy Conmissioner Howe, listed above, attended this meeting. 


The Executive Committee after ratifying the internal organization 
of the General Secretary’s Office, as much from the administrative point of 
view as from the police technical point of view, discussed the necessity of 
creating a National Office in every Country. You will recall that the 
Executive Conference on January 3, 19U7, unanimously favored a recoimuendation 
that the Bureau would handle any inquiries within the United States if of 
sufficient importance and, if not, could be relayed to the appropriate State 
or police agei^gy, for iiandling . with a request that their report be transmitted 
back to the Bureau, who, in turn, would transmit "It to the ICPC. The Secretary 
General of the ICi'C was duly notified.

The Executive Committee discussed a motion presented by Colonel 
Muller, relating to the use to be made of the Zurich Broadcasting Station. 

The Committee agreed to the principle of a broadcasting netiriork with a direct 
station in Paris, Regarding this subject, you will recall that in a 
communication dated January 21, 1?U7, Mr, Ducloux disclosed that the ICPC 
in Paris was desirous of establishing radio communication with the Bureau. 

You will also recall that althou^ the Bureau was favorably disposed to tnis 
suggestion, before consent was given, it was desired that Ifr, Telford in Paris 
contact l*r. Ducloux for more specific information in t.iis matter, r j j,

In order to make the classifying of international 
criminals easier, I intend to have the General Secretariat 
equipped with a mechanographic Service, making use of the 
machines made by the WATSON firm, (electric eorting-inachines 
for perforated carde). 


This eystem is, so far as I know, being used by 
the Federal Bureau, and I venture to call on you to obtain 
your advice and some information about it. 

Iribould be grateful if you would be good enough 
to tell me, in a few words, for what purpose the said method 
ie being used and, in particular, if it is made use of for 
the classification of finger prints. I dtould also like to b 
informed of the' method used. 

Would you kindly let me know if, in your opinion, 
it is worth while using such a method when the number of 
fingerprint cards is not actually verj' high; to my mind, 
in the -case -of the International Office, the usual finger- 
print classification, (the Galton-Henry method, for instance 
would be quite sufficient. 


Finally, 1 am also to ask if you would kindly send 
me some copies of the cards you use, together with the 
codes you are making use of. It would, as a matter of 
fact, be perhaps possible for us, in some cases, to adopt 
the very same type of cards, and a same classification, / 
(nationality - description. - modus operandi - occupation).'

Darinf a recent conversation with Ii>^POTE, adjninistrative chief 
of the International Criminal Police Cocmision, he mentioned to me that 
the^ ^^1,500 promised the Commission by the Bureau has never been deposited. 

In this connection, please refer to Bureau letter to lit^UCLOUX, 
dated JCovember 1, 1943, in which it is stated the above amount would be 
deposited at the Credit Lyonnais, Geneva, Switzerland, for the use of the 
Commission. For the Bureau's information, their account is Wo. 51,899 at 
the above bank. I explained to Ji. N3PC7E that there must have been eome 
oversight in the matter and that I wotild call it to the attention of the 
Bureau. 


It appears that other Commission members have also been somewhat 
delinquent in paying their dues and the Commission is in need of funds. 
Thus far they have not been able to collect the Commission account In 
Germany and are, therefore, dependent upon current dues. The French 
Government has contributed 2,000,000 francsj the Commission headquarters 
are furnished free of charge by the French Government, and the salaries 
of the eight permanent amplc^es are paid out of funds of the Surete 
Kationale (iJinistry of Interior). The publication of the International 
Review alone c<»ts 100 francs for each c^y, of which Uie Bireau receives 
150 each month.
